prospective pledges during the uni- 
versity’s “dry recruitment period.” 

The decision came after a 4- 
hour IFC trial and deliberation on 
Sept. 10, at which Moe Stephens, 
the university’s Greek community 
advisor, presented evidence and 
three members of Sigma Pi pre- 
sented a defense. 

“Most of the Greeks on campus 
are good people,” said counsel 
Chief Justice Brandon Kline, who 
wrote the IFC decision. “But just 
like anywhere else, sometimes you 
get an unhealthy mix of people and 


then mistakes happen.” 

The IFC ruling against the fra- 
ternity includes: 

¢ 10 hours of community serv- 
ice. 

e Sponsor a program in con- 
junction with the Women’s Re- 
source Center. 

e Submit all fraternity printed 
material to the IFC for review be- 
fore displaying or handing it out. 

¢ Loss of privileges to use uni- 
versity facilities and property. 

¢ Loss of IFC voting privileges. 

“The gentlemen of Sigma Pi 


Fraternity at CSUS sincerely ex- 
press their apologies,’ Sigma Pi 
President Ali Nassirian wrote in a 
letter published in last week’s State 
Hornet. 

The letter also asserted that the 
fraternity’s signs were “misunder- 
stood” and that its members are 
“men of honor with high moral val- 
ues.” 

Sigma Pi plans to appeal the rul- 
ing to the 5-member IFC executive 
board. If the board upholds the rul- 
ing, the fraternity can take its case 
to university administration. 


Elevators operate with expired permits

Sacramento State elevators 
are operating with expired oper- 
ational permits. 

The Division of Occupation- 
al Safety and Health (DOSH) is 
responsible for inspecting all el- 
evators in Northern Calif. and the 
Elevator Safety Orders in the 
Calif. Code of Regulations 
(CCR’s) require all elevators to be 





inspected at least once a year. 

“With more than 8,000 ele- 
vators in the district, and a crew 
of only 5 inspectors, we can’t re- 
spond to everyone in time,” said 
DOSH’s principal engineer, Al 
Tafazoli. 

Lack of state funding in the 
budget has put a halt on DOSH 
hiring any additional inspectors. 

The permits began expiring 
July 9th and continued to expire 
into the end of July.

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The law states that no eleva= 
tor shall be operated without a 
valid, current permit issued by 
the DOSH. 

Nearly 60 elevators found 
throughout Sac State’s campus 
were lacking current permits and 
all are still in full operation. 

“Labor code 7301 says the el- 
evators can still be in operation 
past inspection due dates if it can 
be shown that a request for is- 
suance or renewal of a permit 


has been made and the request 
has not been acted upon by the 
Division,’ said Tafazoli. 

If a request was made the law 
also maintains that the DOSH 
has 30 calendar days from the 
date of the filing of a completed 
application to conduct an in- 
spection of the devices for which 
the permit is sought. 

“T called and reminded them 
in July, before the permits ex-

Student retention, housing short- 
ages, community visibility and fi- 
nancial responsibility are the key 
issues permeating the agenda of As- 
sociated Students, Inc. this semes- 
ter. 

**The CSU system was created 
to provide all qualified citizens with 
an education,” ASI President Eric 
Guerra said. “With the lack of hous- 
ing and the inability to get classes, 
many students are being forced to 
either discontinue or prolong that 
education.” 

“The state has to adapt and con- 
form to the current trend of student 
impaction by hiring more full time 


. faculty,’ Guerra said. “Without the 


proper number of accommodating 
sections, students are left in the 
dark.” 

Such dilemmas are non-dis- 
criminating, as Guerra himself had 
trouble enrolling ina one-unit golf 
class. 

“We have formed a work team 
that is meeting with different mem- 
bers of the California State Legis- 
lature and informing them of these 
impending issues,” Guerra’ said. 
“Ultimately, the state holds the 
purse.” 

Recognizing the housing crunch, 
ASI is negotiating with Jackson 
Property Inc., who is surveying Fol- 
som and 65th Street for low-densi- 
ty housing. 

“We are trying to get them to

Elevators: From Page At 
pired,”’ said facilities customer serv- 
ice manager, Bruce Balon. 

Both Balon and a DOSH’s of- 
fice technician, who requested 
anonymity for fear of reprimand, 
said they have no way ‘to tell the 
exact date that Balon requested a 
renewal inspection. 

The law says that within 15 cal- 
endar days of receipt of an appli- 
cation for a renewal of a permit to 
operate, DOSH shall inform the ap- 


plicant in writing that the application 


~ was received. 


‘When someone calls to let us 
know it’s time for an inspection, 
we fax a confirmation letter. I usu- 
ally try to respond to the applicants 
within a week,’’ said DOSH’s office 
technician. 

A copy of the confirmation let- 
ter sent to Balon was dated Aug. 
20th, which if DOSH followed the 
15 day constituency, indicates that 
Balon actually notified them no ear- 


lier than Aug. 5th, after the permits 
were expired. 

‘July was really hectic because 
an employee was promoted out of 
the department and everything was 
misplaced and misfiled so it is pos- 
sible that he did request an inspec- 
tion in July,” said DOSH’s office 
technician. 

Balon said DOSH has been slip- 
ping for many years and seems to 
start the inspections further and fur- 
ther past the required due dates, es-

‘*The inspectors always seem to 
make it out one to two months af- 
ter the permits are expired,” Balon 
said. 

Tafazoli said the inspections get 
further behind because new eleva- 
tors are added to their agenda every 
year, as new buildings are con- 
structed. 

‘Modernization delays the re- 
sponse time. Our first priority is to 
inspect the brand new elevators,” 
Tafazoli said. 

Last Thursday the new parking 
structure elevators were inspected 
while the older ones on campus re- 


mained unexamined. 


Both old and new elevators are 
equally required to be inspected 
each year to stay in compliance 
with the CCR’s elevator safety 
codes. 

The law constitutes that a per- 
mit, or a copy thereof, to operate a 
passenger elevator, freight eleva- 
tor or incline elevator shall be post- 
ed in the elevator car. 

Elevators in the Library, Sequoia 
Hall, Tahoe Hall, and other build- 
ings have no permits posted which 
makes it hard for the passenger to 
know whether or not the elevator is 
up to code. 

‘One of the reasons for that is 
because sometimes students steal 
them,” Balon said. 

One particular elevator in Mari- 
posa Hall displays a permit with its 
last inspection date reading July 6, 
2000. 

Sac State is not the only estab- 
lishment on a waiting list to have 
the DOSH renew their expired el- 
evator permits. 

‘There are some schools that 
have permits that are six months 
expired,” said the DOSH’s office 
technician. 

Sierra College’s last inspection 
was July 18, 2001. 

‘Arcadia, a college up the coast 
is waiting too,” said DOSH’s sen- 
ior engineer, William Price. 


Price said DOSH is unable to 
pull up a list of the total number of 
establishments who are still waiting 
to have their inspections completed. 

“We cover a wide and exten- 
sive area. We will try our best to 
make it out as soon as possible but 
I cannot say when that will be,” 
Tafazoli said. 

The state legislature overlooks 
DOSH to ensure they are making it 
possible for establishments to keep 
up with code. 

“The legislature is the body for 
all state constituencies. Unfortu- 
nately, the state passes a lot of laws 
that can’t be upheld because of the 
lack of funding,” said field repre- 
sentative Robert Olmstead for as- 
semblyman Dave Cox. 

“We are in a freeze that puts a 
stop on hiring anyone new. I don’t 
know when it will be over,” said 
DOSH’s office technician. 

Students who know about the 
delayed inspections are concerned 
about safety. 

“T notice elevators all over the 
place that are frequently expired so 
it doesn’t surprise meat all but it 
certainly is a safety issue that needs 
to be dealt with,” said Sac State 
senior Brian Dennick. 

“The regulatory agency told us 
that they are still safe to ride in,” 
Balon said. 

When The State Hornet asked 
the agency if the elevators were 
safe, the DOSH office technician 
said she couldn’t say either way 
because she had not looked at the 
elevators. 

Tafazoli said just because an el- 
evator has an expired permit does 
not necessarily mean it is a danger, 
but he also did not want to say that 
it was safe either. 

Balon said it is safe because at 
least every other week a mainte- 
nance check is done. 

The maintenance check entails 
duties such as checking the electri- 
cal panels, bad buttons, emergency 
phones and lubricant. 


The annual inspection, howev- 
er, includes larger duties such as 
checking the steel cables and check- 
ing the maintenance records to 
make sure regular services have 
been done. 

Maintenance alone does not en- 
sure a safe elevator because it does 
not ensure a cable from malfunc- 
tioning or breaking. 

“T think that they have back up 
devices that don’t allow the eleva- 
tors to fall but I heard rumors of 
the Solano elevator stopping and 
people getting stuck in them,” Den- 
nick said. 

Balon said last Thursday after 
the new parking structure elevators 
were opened a student got trapped 
inside. 

When DOSH was first contact- 
ed, they said they were unable to 
specify when the inspections could 
start at Sac State. 

After they received a phone call 
from the Assemblyman Cox’s of- 
fice, they were able to indicate they 
would be starting inspections soon. 

‘I stated the university’s con- 
cerns about the Division’s lack of 
ability to follow the Occupational 
Safety and Health codes by not con- 
ducting timely inspections. They 
said they are having staffing issues 
but they are planning to get some- 
one out there early next week,” 
Olmstead said. 

By Friday at 4:00 p.m., Balon 
received the phone call from DOSH 
telling him to expect the inspectors 
this week. 

It took 20 days to complete full 
inspections of all campus elevators 
last year and this year it is expect- 
ed to take about a week. 

Until then, some students are 
thinking twice before choosing to 
take the elevator over the stairs, as 
it just may be a safer alternative. 

“| like taking the stairs because 
some of the elevators seem pretty 
worn out, slow and rickety,” said 
Dennick.

cials hoped one incident 
wouldn’t tar all Greek associ- 
ations and touted IFC’s peer 
leadership in rooting out prob- 
lems. 

“The Greek community 
contributes more to campus 
life than any other group. These 
problems have been around in 
the past,” said Greek advisor 
Stephens. “But the IFC is act- 
ing. They realize that if one 
chapter does something like 
this it affects them all. 

Stephens found Sigma Pi’s 
signs at approximately 8:30 
a.m. on the first day of the se- 
mester and immediately gath- 
ered them up. The yellow and 
black placards resembled road 
signs and depicted stick fig- 
ures in a sexually explicit po- 
sition or doing a “kegstand,” 
a drinking game where partiers 
perform a handstand on top of 
a keg while guzzling beer. 

University officials charged 
that Sigma Pi posted the signs 
Sept. 3 without consulting their 
club adviser. 

“The alum advisor normal- 
ly OKs signs and posters, but 


these were done on the sly,” 
Stephens said. 

The IFC also found Sigma 
Pi violated Sac State’s rule pro- 
hibiting Greek clubs from us- 
ing alcohol during the first 
weeks of school. The “dry re- 
cruitment period” for IFC clubs 
such as Sigma Pi starts from 
when students first move into 
the residence halls the week 
before a semester begins, and 


-ends Thursday when invita- 


tions go out to prospective 
pledges. 

University officials say that 
Sigma Pi members and recruits 
had a drinking party at an off- 
campus home on Aug. 30. Al- 
though the fraternity did not 
sanction the party, the presence 
of members made it an “affil- 

” party subject to campus 
regulations. 

Kline said that IFC’s action 
sends a strong message to oth- 
er Greeks. 

“This situation isn’t good 
for us,” he said. “With the 
Delta Chi thing last year and 
now this, the Greek system on 
this campus is under a micro- 


scope.”

Sacramento State’s computer 
labs received over 600 new com- 
puters and 16 new printers. 

The computers and printers were 
installed over the summer, except 
for the labs in Lassen 2107, Eureka 
301 and Calaveras 131, which were 
installed last January. 

“All the computers were up- 


graded from Pentium 2’s with 350 © 


MHz to Pentium 4’s with 2.26 GHz, 
which basically means they have 
four times the memory and twice 
the speed,’’ said manager of desktop 
services Scott McGown. 

The printers are also much 
quicker, printing 40 pages per 
minute, opposed to the 24 pages 
per minute that the old ones pro- 
duced. 

Another feature the new printers 
have is duplexing, the option of 
double side printing, which has con- 
servation advantages. 

Replacing the computers and 
printers was not the only change 
that occurred over the summer. 

“We took about half of the com- 
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puters from Tahoe’s lab and used 
them to extend the library lab,” said 
lab supervisor Pawan Bakhru. 

The library lab had 84 worksta- 
tions and now it has 133. 

Bakhru said the demand for 
workstations in the library was 
much higher than the demand in 
Tahoe Hall. 

“We also have a new operating 
system. We went from Windows 
98 to using Windows XP,” Bakhru 
said. 

The labs are also equipped with 
new lab management software, one 
of which is called Vision. 

‘Vision allows faculty members 
to display what’s on their screen or 
a student’s screen to the rest of the 
class’s screens,’ McGown said. 

Though this feature has not yet 
been implemented, the computers 
do have the capabilities. 

There was a small glitch the 
first two weeks of school, where 
Internet Explorer was not work-

ing properly. 

Bakhru said Explorer was not 
working due to a problem, and it 
was still going through a testing 
phase. 

“Unfortunately, when you roll 
out something this huge, there’s go- 
ing to be some rough areas,” said 
McGown. 

The lab assistants were directed 
to tell students to use Netscape al- 
ternatively. 

“T was impressed when I saw 
all the new computers. The bigger 
screens are awesome and I like the 
optical mice,” said sophomore 
Frank Carson. 

McGown said the retail market 
price for these kinds of computers 
normally is $2,500 but the Univer- 
sity paid $1,550 per computer. 

The campus-wide upgrade was 
funded partially by issued state lot- 
tery money, along with a CSU-wide 
initiative decided by the Chancel- 
lor’s Office four years ago.

“Administrators held those al- 
located funds in reserve every year 
until they saved up enough money 
to upgrade them all at once,” said 
McGown. 

McGown said by doing it all at 
once, it not only makes it easier to 
manage but it creates a common 
environment so students are not us- 
ing different versions. 

The old computers are being re- 
used on campus for various pur- 
poses such as e-mail express, Eu- 
reka and faculty usage. 

There is a four year refresh rate 
that the University tries to update 
servers, printers and computers. 

“Tf we continue to receive fund- 
ing, we will be able to refresh in 
another four years but because of 
the $25 billion budget deficit, it is 
hard to say,” McGown said.

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War talks met 
with little support 


esident Bush gave a 
Piste: speech the day 
after September 11, 
launching his latest project, a 
military strike on Iraq. Riding 
the coattails of grief, Bush has 
attempted to sway the United 
Nations, Kofi Annan and the 
American public toward a war. 
Using the rationale that Saddam 
Hussein has violated the United 
Nations stipulations, Bush is 
steadily beating the heavy drum 
of war. 

This strategically timed 
speech simply continues Bush’s 
weak reasoning for war. CNN 
reported that several of the state- 
ments in the report released last 
Thursday “are unsubstantiated.” 
Republican Senator Chuck 
Hagel has stated that the CIA has 
“absolutely no evidence” that 
Iraq possesses or will soon pos- 
sess nuclear weapons, and 
majority leader Tom Daschle 
also leaned toward caution. “I 
don’t think anyone’s committed 
to a course of action, legislative- 
ly or militarily, at this point,” Mr.

In an unusual move, Kofi 
Annan released his remarks, 
stating prior to Bush’s speech 
saying that any action against 
Iraq should be through the 
United Nations, by one nation 
alone, according to the New 
York Times. While President

defies us again the world must 
move deliberately, decisively, to 
hold Iraq to account.” This is a 
situation. that the U.N. needs to 
take care of, not the United 
States alone. 

Pakistan’s President Pervez 


Musharraf, told the Times that . 


“We would not like to be 
involved” in a military action 
against Iraq. Pakistan has been 
instrumental in our attacks on 
Afghanistan, and by moving 
quickly into Iraq we jeopardize 
the glass stability that exists in 
that area. Musharraf is con- 
cerned that a pre-emptive strike 
could cause India to utilize their 
nuclear weapons upon them. 
Musharraf’s other point is 
that any “operation needs to be 
taken to its logical end,” echoing 
the thoughts of Eli Pariser, 
organizer of the peace move- 
ment moveon.org. “Who’s going 
to pick up the pieces in Iraq?’ 
Parsier questions. What happens 
when you topple a regime, well 
same as we have done in 
Afghanistan, you have to replace 
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it with some sort of government. 
Otherwise, we will have a mob 
of angry Iraqis in a chaotic mess. 

Besides, with the current 
insane sanctions places upon the 
Iraqi people, bombing a nation 
for the actions of a despot is 
inhuman. Seyed Wagar, a CSUS 
student, had lived in Pakistan for 
22 years. He states that America 
shouldn’t attack Iraq due to it’s 
economy, that most of the Iraqi 
people are living in poverty.

The Sacramento State men’s 
soccer team lost a nail biter to the 
University of California, Irvine 3- 
2 on Sunday, bringing the Hor- 
net’s record to 1-2-1. 

In a game where the Hornets 
held 1-0 and 2-1 leads, the Hornets 
were unable to capitalize on nu- 
merous scoring opportunities. 

For most of the first 45 min- 
utes, the Hornets were on the of- 
fensive attack. 

“We just didn’t score goals. 
We had them on the ropes in the 
first half,” assistant coach Cesar 
Plasencia said. 

Sac State outshot Irvine, tak- 
ing 18 shots, nine of which were 
on goal. Irvine took 10 shots with 
only six on goal. 

Hornet defender Alexis Maur- 
tua scored the first goal in the 
fourth minute when he finished a 
header off a pass from sophomore 
midfielder Ricky Rodriguez. 

The Hornets controlled the 
game tempo, but the tide changed 
in the seventh minute when soph- 
omore Dardo Acuna answered for 
the Anteaters. 

“Their first goal in the (sev- 
enth) minute changed the game,” 
Plasencia said. “We lost some 
steam.” 

The scoring duel between Mau- 
rtua and Acuna continued when 
Maurtua scored his second goal 
in the 23rd minute, assisted again 
by Rodriguez. 

‘““(Maurtua) was the one I was 
worried about. He was exception- 
al,” Irvine coach George Kuntz 
said. 

Maurtua’s goals were his first 
and second of the season, tying 
him with Brent Hamilton for the 
team’s goal scoring lead. 

Kyle Close scored the Anteaters 
second goal in the 34th minute to

coach Bruce Erickson said.

It was over one year ago that 
Sacramento State went to Cal Poly, 
San Louis Obispo for their second 
game of the regular season. Ex- 
pectations were high for the team, 
especially for defensive lineman 
Bilal Watkins who was coming off 
a stellar 2000 season. 

The 6-foot-1, 287-pound nose 
guard was named second-team all- 
Big Sky and led the team with 6.5 
sacks in 2000. Lindy’s Football 
Magazine also selected him as a 
2001 preseason All-American. 

Making a routine tackle against 
the Mustangs, a teammate fell into 
the back of Watkins’ leg, ending 
his football season and beginning 


the process of rebuilding a heavily 
damaged right knee. 

A year has passed and Watkins 
is ready for the Cal Poly rematch at 
Hornet stadium on Saturday at 6:05 
pm 

‘There is no anxiety,’ Watkins 
said. ‘They beat us bad last year. It 
is payback time and we are going to 
have some fun.” 

Watkins has spent the last year 
rehabilitating a knee that needed an 
overhaul. He tore his anterior cru- 
ciate ligament, fractured two bones, 
and also strained his medial collat- 
eral ligament and posterior cruci- 
ate ligament. 

“T don’t know what a nervous 
breakdown is, but I am pretty sure 
I had one,” Watkins said. “The pain 
was physically painful but more 


than anything it was just 
emotional. Working hard 
to get better for the 2001 
season and having it all 
taken away from you just 
like that, I don’t know 
how to explain it.” 

Watkins has started at 
nose guard in the Hornets 
first two losses of the sea- 
son, but Sac State looks to 
be evenly matched with 
Cal Poly who are winless 
in their first three games 
of the season and have 
traveled to Ohio twice in 
the last three weeks, po- 


tentially making them a very fa- 


tigued team. 


‘They are a good football team 
and they have no weaknesses,” 





Hornet coach John Volek 
said.

Watkins agrees with 
his coach that a win 
against Cal Poly will be a 
difficult task, but it is def- 
initely feasible.

“Practices have been intense, 
hard and very focused,’’ Volek said. 

Hungry for a win, Sac State has 
been preparing for the Mustangs 
and their home opener for two 
weeks. 

“From (Texas, El Paso) to Saint 
Mary’s we have made great strides 
as a defense as far as running 
around and tackling,” Watkins said. 
‘We have got to keep running 
around like we have been doing 


and just make big plays.” 

Watkins admits he felt rusty in 
his first start of the season. He con- 
fides that he is not at the same lev- 
el he was in 2000, but is working 
much harder to regain his pre-in- 
jury form. 

“By the fourth or fifth game he 
should be hitting his stride,” Volek 
said.

Sac State was held to a season- 
low .082 hitting percentage and 
was dominated in several statistical 
categories. 

Wright led the Hornets with 
nine kills and nine digs. 

Imrie, as well as senior outside 
hitter Loretta Coffman and sopho- 
more middle hitter Emily Watson 
contributed five kills each. 

The slump continued on Satur- 
day as Sac State took on California 
State University, Northridge and 
lost a tough five-game match. The 
loss to Northridge was just the sec- 
ond for the Hornets in their last 10 
meetings. 

Again, poor hitting plagued the 
Hornets, who hit just .180 for the

In a local scene littered with a hundred bands 
molding their sound after what’s making bucks on 
the radio, there is hope. A lot of that hope lies in 
the oddly refreshing sounds of Life is Bonkers 
(starring “Genetic” James and Michael Jay May- 
hem).

At a recent show at the Truelove Coffee- 
house in midtown, LIB showed how diverse they 
can be. They opened with a hard rock sounding in- 
strumental and closed the show with a Madonna 
cover.

Tom Green takes a surprising 
step up with ‘Stealing Harvard’

As atule, I don't like Tom Green 
in movies. On MTV's "The Tom 
Green Show" a couple of years ago, 
Green was funny, and he retained 
this appealing sense of humor in 
the college comedy "Road Trip." 
But when gross, stupid gags be- 
came his main talent in "Freddy 
Got Fingered," his comedy seemed 
stale and unoriginal. 

And while "Stealing Harvard" is 
amusing, it does not completely re- 
deem Green as an actor or come- 
dian. 

In the movie (which opened last 
Friday), the always-great Jason Lee 
(“Vanilla Sky’) plays the kind- 
hearted, slightly tentative John. 

He and his fiancee, Elaine 
(Leslie Mann of “Orange Coun- 
ty’), have just purchased a new 
home when his niece, Noreen 
(Tammy Blanchard of TV’s “Life 
with Judy Garland’), reminds him 
that he once promised to pay for 
her college education. The "small 
chunk" that she now needs for Har- 
vard: $29,879. John is horrified - 
how can he possibly say no, espe- 
cially since he's like a father to 
Noreen? He turns to his landscap- 
er friend Duff (Green), who seems 
to have many disturbing contacts 
that can get the $30,000 yet it seems 
that every possible plan is destined 
for failure. 

Likewise, "Stealing Harvard" 
would be destined for failure, if it 
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Mann, Green and Lee get involved in a lame-brained scheme for cash. 


didn't have Lee and the supporting 
cast to fall back on. 

While the plot is original and 
vaguely interesting, and the idea of 
troublesome college fees is one that 
all college students can relate to, 
the cast is what makes the movie 
better than my expectations could 
ever allow. 

Dennis Farina (“Snatch”) and 
Megan Mullally (TV’s “Will and 
Grace’’) round out the cast as 
Elaine's overprotective father and 
John's outspoken, trashy sister, re- 
spectively. 

While it certainly won't win any 
Oscars next year, the movie does 
have plenty of gags, most of which 
are surprisingly clever and origi- 
nal. Writer Peter Tolan (“Analyze 
This’’) deftly adds credible humor to 
even the sappiest scenes, not that 
there are many of them. 

The outrageous ways in which 


John and Duff attempt to get the 
money lend an irrationality that, 
thankfully, works well in the movie. 

Overall, "Stealing Harvard" is 
a surprisingly well-done addition 
to the Guilty Pleasures Hall of 
Fame. It is neither good nor bad; an 
average addition to its somewhat 
indiscernible genre. 

As gag films go, it's somewhere 
between the "American Pie" 
movies, and Green's last horren- 
dous venture into filmmaking, 
"Freddy Got Finger 

He is tolerable, largely because 
he is not the star. While Green does 
overact (a lot), he does not ruin the 
movie, as I had expected he would. 

The only thing that I can say for 
sure about "Stealing Harvard" is 
that it truly is one of a kind - and if 
nothing else, it makes Tom Green 
seem halfway funny again, a mira- 
cle in itself.

In order to prove to his loved 


ones and himself that he is a man of 


honor, Harry journeys off into the 
desert of Sudan after his regiment 

- and disguises himself as a native 
to try and help as a spy. 

The problems that arise in the 
plot of “The Four Feathers” are due 
to one main factor: a lack of devel- 
opment. 

The film has all the required el- 


ements to be great, with a poten- 


tially engaging war adventure sto- 
ry and possibly passionate yet 
twisted romance. 

But the audience never gets to 
know enough about either to really 
care what happens. 

The war scenes are interesting 
and we think we know where things 
are headed, but by the end of the 
film, we don’t even know who wins 
or perhaps more importantly, why 
they were fighting in the first place. 

We are given the vague impres- 
sion that the British want someone 
else’s territory. 

But is that supposed to make us 
root for them? 

The fact that we only get to see 
Harry and Ethne passionately in 
love for 15 minutes before she 
dumps him and calls him a coward 





just doesn’t make us long for them 
to get back together. 

In its defense, the film does have 
some worthy attributes. 

The beautiful settings in Lon- 
don and the Moroccan Desert make 
for a visually-stimulating contrast 
between the lush, foggy landscapes 
of England and hot and dusty, bright 
white desert. 

The acting in the film is also 
worth watching, particularly Wes 
Bentley (“American Beauty”) as 
Jack Durrance, Harry’s best friend. 
He doesn’t even need dialogue to 
convey jealousy towards Harry, just 
the crazed glare he projects in the 
film. 

Another stand-out actor is Dji- 
mon Hounsou (“Gladiator”) as 
Abou Fatma, a desert native who 
saves and befriends Harry. 

Though Abou isn’t a main char- 
acter, he is memorable as perhaps 
the most likable, three-dimension- 
al person in the film. 

Even with its flaws, ‘The Four 
Feathers” isn’t a bad movie, but it 
could have been better.
